SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Wednesday, June 4, 2014, my partner (Officer Trujillo #139) and | (Officer 
Ramirez #139) were assigned to the bicycle patrol team as Boy-2. We were 
working as contracted, uniformed security officers for the Hollywood Business 
Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 6801 Hollywood 
Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On the above date, at approximately 1730 hours, we were conducting business 
contacts in the Gower Plaza Shopping Center (6051 Hollywood Boulevard). 
While in the parking lot, | (Officer Ramirez) observed a M/W/A and F/H/A seated 
on the second level of the shopping center next to Suite 209 (Riviera Travel). 
The M/W/A had a tall can inside a brown paper bag. Believing that the can was 
an alcoholic beverage we decided to observe their action(s). 


We had a clear and unobstructed view of them and Officer Anderson observed 
the M/W/A pour the contents of the can into a plastic cup. | observed the M/W/A 
place the straw in the cup, place it in his mouth, and appear to drink from it. 
Afterwards, he handed the plastic cup to the F/H/A and she in turn placed the 
straw into her mouth and appeared to drink from it. 


Believing that both subjects were drinking a suspected alcohol beverage, we 
decided to make contact. As we were approaching them, | observed them 
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continue to share the drink. We contacted them on the second floor landing just 
outside Suite #209. 

The subjects were subsequently identified as Smith, Time James DOB 11/01/91 
and Figueroa Jeanie Royal DOB 01/22/94. | asked them if they were drinking an 
alcoholic beverage and Smith replied, “I thought it was ok, we’re not bothering 
anyone”. Adjacent to where they were seated, Officer Anderson recovered the 
empty can and its paper bag. Smith was holding a clear plastic 26-ounce 
“Starbuck’s” cup, which contained a reddish liquid substance. | obtained the 
container from Smith and its contents smelled similar to “fruity” alcoholic 
beverage. Upon closed examination, of the empty can, | noticed that its brand 
name was “Four Locos Fruit Punch” flavor 23.5-ounce can a 12% alcohol by 
volume. 


ARREST: 


| advised Smith and Figueroa that we were placing them under “Private 
Person’s Arrest”, per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To 
Arrest) see attached for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in 
Public). Smith and Figueroa were handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for safety 
and comfort) without incident. 


ADDITIONAL: 


As Smith and Figueroa spoke, | could smell a mild odor on an unknown type of 
alcoholic beverage emitting from his breath/person. 


Smith has three (3) prior contact / arrest by BID Officers. 
Figueroa has (3) prior contacts / arrests by BID Officers. 


Smith advised that he purchased the “Four Locos” at a “Liquor to go” 
(Bronson and Hollywood Boulevard). 


CITE and RELEASE: 


BID Officers Sewell and Watkins subsequently transported Smith and Figueroa 
to LAPD Hollywood Station. Smith and Figueroa were seat-belted in the vehicle 
and mileage was provided prior to their departure. LAPD Hollywood Desk 
Horton #41157 verified Smith’s and Figueroa’s identification. Smith and 
Figueroa were issued a “Release From Custody” citation #D47502 (Smith) and 
D47503 (Figueroa) for the listed charge and was ordered to appear at the 
Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 
07/14/2014, at 0830 Hours with the approval of the Watch Commander Lt. Videl 


EVIDENCE: 


The “Starbuck’s” plastic cup and it’s contents along with the empty can of 
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“Four Locos” was disposed at the scene in a trashcan in the presence of Smith 
and Figueroa by me.
